UNITED STATES IMMIGRATION LAWS. 


Difficulties have arisen under the Immigration Laws 
of the United States in cases where British firms have 
sent experts to United States territory for the purpose 
of installing machinery or instructing employees on the 
spot in its use. Such experts, it is understood, are 
regarded as coming within the provisions of the Immi- 
gration Laws relating to alien contract labourers and 
are accordingly refused permission to enter unless a 
special authorisation has been obtained beforehand. 

In order to avoid difficulty British firms who are 
proposing to send out experts for these or similar 
purposes to the United States or United States depend- 
encies are advised first to make application in accord- 
ance with Rule 8, Sub-division (c), of the United States 
Immigration Rules of Ist March, 1927.

Omitting 1926 on account of the labour troubles in 
that year, our trade in the month of July was better, 
except as regards exports of imported merchandise, 
relatively to the trade of the seven months as a whole 
than in either of the years 1925 and 1927, but it was 
not so good as in 1924. The position is made clear 
in the following table :—

Retained imports were valued at £87,015,000 in July, 
1928, at £87,898,000 in June, 1928, and at £83,699,000 
in July, 1927. Food, drink and tobacco accounted for 
¥2,189,000 less in July than in June, 1928, but for 
£2,307,000 more than in July, 1927. Raw materials 
were £618,000 more than in June, but £932,000 less than 
in July, 1927, but, on the other hand, manufactured 
goods were £607,000 less than in June and £104,000 
more than in July, 1927. Quite a remarkable increase 
was shown in “ Parcel Post, non-dutiable,’’ imports by 
which were valued at £1,891,000 in July, 1928, at 
£656,000 in June, 1928, and at £110,000 in July, 1927. 
This growth is also displayed in the imports by parcel 
post for the whole seven months January to July, the 
total for 1928 being over £4,757,000 in 1928 against 
rather more than £1,544,000 in 1927. The increase 
is due partly to an increase in the average valuation 
per parcel and partly to the record being brought 
closer up to date than in 1927. Exports of United 
Kingdom produce and manufactures were valued 
at £60,885,000 in July, 1928, an increase of £1,413,000 
over exports in the previous month, and £4,764,000 
more than a year ago. Compared with June there were 
increases of £594,000 in the food, drink and tobacco 
class, £1,228,000 in manufactured goods, £183,000 in 
parcel post, and £21,000 in animals not for food, but 
a decrease of £613,000 in raw materials. Compared 
with a year earlier, the main growth was in manufactured 
goods (£4,436,000) and in parcel post (£516,000, nearly 
50 per cent.), with small increases in food, etc. (£118,000) 
and animals (£92,000) and a decrease of £398,000 in 
raw materials. The heavy reduction in exports of 
imported merchandise, both as compared with June 
(£3,018,000) and with July, 1927 (£1,230,000), was due 
to a reduction in raw materials re-exported, principally 
cotton, wool and rubber. The visible excess of imports 
over exports of merchandise, bullion and specie was 
£29,723,000 in July, 1928, £35,458,000 in June, 1928, 
and £29,110,000 in July, 1927. Taking together the 
first seven months of the year, the visible excess of 
imports over exports of merchandise, bullion and specie 
at the end of July was £209,197,000 in 1928, £238,420,000 
in 1927, £241,952,000 in 1926, £233,868,000 in 1925, 
and £150,793,000 in 1924. It may be noted, in this 
connection, that in the first seven months of 1924 there 
was a net export of £11,504,000 of bullion and specie, 
whereas in each of the other years imports were in 
excess of exports, in 1928 by £621,000. 

FUEL. 

Retained imports and exports of coal and other fuel,

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Exports of coal were 4-2 per cent. less in quantity 
in July than in June, but only fractionally less than 
in July, 1927. The average export value per ton was 
round about 15s. 7d. in June and July, 1928, and 17s. 3d. 
in. July, 1927. Exports to Italy were 166,000 tons less 
than in June, those to Egypt were less by 88,000 tons, 
and those to France by 65,000 tons, but exports to 
Germany, Brazil, Irish Free State and Canada showed 
substantial increases. The improvement in the bunker- 
ing trade is conspicuous, even although there was also 
an increase in oil shipped for the same purpose. There 
was a slight increase in the imports of crude petroleum 
in July over June, but a falling off of about 28 per cent. 
compared with a year ago; nevertheless, exports of 
British refined petroleum were greater in July, 1928, 
than in July, 1927. The great increase in retained 
imports of refined petroleum in July, 1928, compared 
with July, 1927, is shown also in the retained imports 
for the first seven months of the year. In that period 
they were about 944 million gallons, compared with 
about 792 million gallons for the corresponding period 
of 1927; motor spirit alone increased from about 323 
million gallons to nearly 418 million gallons, and fuel 
oil from about 240 million gallons to nearly 277 million 
gallons.

The slight increase in retained imports of crude iron 
and steel in July compared with June is to be found 
mainly in ingots (4,000 tons), steel blooms, billets, etc. 
(3,000 tons), sheet and tinplate bars (2,000 tons) and 
wire rods (1,000 tons), and was partly offset by a decrease 
in pig iron (2,500 tons). Compared with July, 1927, 
imports were less by about 35 per cent. With the 
advent of the holiday season there has been a reduction 
in exports in all the main groups of iron and steel goods 
except railway material; exports of railway rails alone 
increased from 25,000 tons to nearly 35,000 tons. Com- 
pared with July, 1927, there was a reduction of 18-3 per 
cent. in exports, the decrease being particularly heavy

There has been little change in imports of machinery, 
but exports, though over 25 per cent. greater in tonnage 
than a year ago, were about 10 per cent. less than in 
June; the changes were generally similar for each class 
of machinery. Export trade in knives and carpenters’ 
tools was substantially better in July than either in 
June, or in July, 1927. There was a very pronounced 
fall in imports of motor cars and chassis compared with 
June, and, though to a less degree, also as compared with 
July, 1927, the decrease in this case being in complete 
touring cars, while chassis increased. Exports of 
motor cars and chassis were over 33 per cent. more in 
number than in July, 1927, but 6-5 per cent. less than 
in June, 1928. Exports of motor cycles were only 
about two-thirds of the number exported in June. In 
June, 1928, 3,286 tons of locomotives were exported to 
Argentina, but in July there were none; on the other 
hand, exports to India increased from 727 tons to 
1,671 tons. Exports of new ships and boats were 
valued at £2,277,000, compared with £900,000 in June, 
and with £114,000 in July, 1927. This increase may 
be compared with a total increase in all exports of 
manufactured goods in July of £1,228,000 over June 
and of £4,436,000 over July, 1927. 


TEXTILES. 


Retained imports of raw cotton were 793,000 centals 
in July, 1928, compared with 1,072,000 centals in 
June, and with 493,000 centals in July, 1927. For the 
whole cotton year ending 3lst July they were 16,443,000 
centals in 1925-6, 17,366,000. centals in 1926-7, and 
12,050,000 centals in 1927-8. According, however, to 
the Reports of the Liverpool Cotton Association, de- 
liveries of raw cotton to mills were 15,091,000 centals 
in 1925-6, 15,566,000 centals in 1926-7, and 15,202,000 
centals in 1927—-8—7,502,000 centals in the first half and 
7,700,000 centals in the second half of the season. At 
the end of the 1925-6 season port stocks were reported 
to be 4,321,000 centals, at the end of the 1926—7 season 
they had risen to 6,466,000 centals, and during the 
1927-8 season they fell to 3,644,000 centals. At the 
same rate of consumption as during the past season 
there is still over three months’ supply of raw cotton 
in stock at the ports. : 

Retained imports of sheep’s and lambs’ wool in July 
1928, were only 60 per cent. of the quantity imported 
and retained in July, 1927, but they were one-fifth 
greater than the quantity retained in June, 1928. 
Taking the first ten months of the wool-importing 
season (beginning Ist October), retained imports of 
sheep’s and lambs’ wool have been about 460 million lbs. 
in 1927-8, compared with about 440 million Ibs. in 
1926-7. In the first seven months of 1928 compared 
with the corresponding period of 1927 retained imports 
of flax and tow have been 24,900 tons against 35,200 
tons, those of hemp and tow have been 46,000 tons 
against 48,500 tons, and those of raw jute 118,400 tons 
against 155,400 tons. 
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Retained imports of cotton yarns were less in July 
than a year ago, but for the period January to July, 
1928, they were 28} per cent. greater than in the corre- 
sponding period of 1927; retained imports of cotton 
piece-goods were greater than in July, 1927, and for 
the seven months the increase was over 28 per cent. 
Retained imports of woollen and worsted tissues in 
July were 860,000 sq. yds. more than in June and 
1,087,000 sq. yds. more than in July, 1927; for the 
first seven months of 1928 the increase was 2,218,000 
sq. yds., or 10-7 per cent., nearly half of which accrued 
in July. Retained imports of piece-goods wholly of 
silk continued to decline, and in the first seven months 
of 1928 the reduction was 18-4 per cent.; re-exports 
fell off by 6-4 per cent.; in retained imports of piece- 
goods of silk mixed with other materials there was little 
change.

Decreases in exports of cotton yarns and of woollen 
and worsted yarns are contrasted with increases in the 
exports of piece-goods. It is noteworthy that both 
Germany and the Netherlands have this year taken a 
substantially smaller quantity of our cotton yarns than 
they did in the first seven months of last year. Exports 
of cotton piece-goods to India were 131-2 million sq. yds. 
in July, 1928, compared with 90-3 million sq. yds. in 
June, and with 142-5 sq. yds. in July, 1927. Exports 
to all the Presidencies increased compared with June, 
but the greatest increase was in those to Bengal, which 
were 59-3 million sq. yds. compared with 23-1 million 
sq. yds. In July, 1927, however, exports to Bengal 
were 86-4 million sq. yds., and since the policy of 
restriction of imports was inaugurated in April, 1928, 
our exports have been 211 million sq. yds. less than in 
the corresponding four months of 1927, or about 57:3 
per cent. Exports to China have increased from 65-7 
million sq. yds. in the first seven months of 1927 to 
87-5 million sq. yds. in the first seven months of 1928, 
and of the total increase of nearly 21-8 million sq. yds. 
July accounted for 9-4 million sq. yds. 

Exports of woollen and worsted tissues were 22-4 per 
cent. greater in yardage than in June, and 12-5 per 
cent. greater than in July, 1927; for the first seven 
months of 1928 the total was 100,889,000 sq. yds., or 
6,303,000 sq. yds. more than in the corresponding period 
of 1927, out of which China had an increase of 2,887,000 
sq. yds. and Germany an increase of 1,841,000 sq. yds., 
while exports to the United States were less by 2,423,000 
sq. yds. Exports of artificial silk yarn and manu- 
factures increased in value from £3,955,000 in the first 
seven months of 1927 to £5,646,000 in the corresponding 
period of 1928. 


Exports OF OTHER MANUFACTURED GOODS. 


Compared with June, exports of other manufactured 
goods show no great changes except a seasonal decline 
in exports of copper sulphate, and good increases in 
exports of boots and shoes, stockings and hose, and hats 
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and bonnets. In most of the other cases the tendency 
was downwards. Compared with July, 1927, reduc- 
tions are also generally shown, but conspicuous excep- 
tions are cement, ammonium sulphate, paper and card- 
board, and boots and shoes. Taking the first seven 
months of the year, there have been increases, many 
of them substantial, in 1928 compared with 1927, in 
pottery, plate and sheet glass, cement, brass manu- 
factures, lead, sulphuric acid, ammonium sulphate, 
copper sulphate, coal-tar products (particularly benzol 
and toluol), paints, soap, leather, paper, boots and shoes, 
hats and bonnets, linoleum and oilcloth, and decreases 
in copper, tin, and stockings of cotton and wool (but 
an increase in artificial silk stockings). Exports of 
electrical goods and apparatus were valued at £864,000 
in July, 1928, £962,000 in June, 1928, and £878,000 in 
July, 1927; the aggregate value fell from £6,833,000 in 
January—July, 1927, to £6,785,000 in January—July, 
1928, but there was a fall in average export values of 
about the half of 1 per cent., and if a corresponding 
reduction also took place in July, 1928, compared with 
July, 1927, the loss in volume of trade would be negligible. 
Exports of electrical machinery, it may be observed, 
increased in the seven-monthly period from 23,479 tons 
in 1927 to 24,706 tons in 1928. Another interesting new 
export trade is that in nickel and nickel alloys, which 
advanced from £737,000 in January—July, 1927, to 
£1,143,000 in January—July, 1928.

The index for agricultural produce was about the 
same as in May, whilst the indices for colonial produce 
and for industrial raw materials showed reductions of 
0-6 and 0-2 per cent. respectively. Industrial finished 
goods, on the other hand, advanced 0-4 per cent. Com- 
pared with a year ago, wholesale prices were 2-6 per 
cent. higher. 

In the agricultural produce group prices for vegetable 
foodstuffs, animal products and animal feeding-stuffs 
averaged 1-9, 4-1 and 1-5 per cent. cheaper respec- 
tively. Cattle prices again advanced sharply and were 
8-8 per cent. dearer than in May. 

Among individual groups of industrial raw materials 
little or no alteration was shown in the indices for coal, 
non-ferrous metals, chemicals and chemical fertilisers. 
Iron and steel prices and the prices for building materials 
were higher by about a half of 1 per cent. as compared 
with May. The rubber index advanced 7-5 per cent. 
Prices for paper and paper-making materials averaged 
i-6 per cent. dearer, and those for oils and fats 1-9 per 
cent. dearer. On the other hand, textiles were cheaper 
by 1-6 per cent., whilst skin and leather prices declined 
by 3-6 per cent. 
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Wholesale prices in Germany in the first two months 
of the year showed a tendency to decline. This move. 
ment, however, was not continued, and since March 
last there has been a steady upward movement. The 
index was higher in June than in March, 1928, and 
December, 1927, by 2-0 and 1-2 per cent. respectively, 
Each of the four main groups shared in the movement. 
Most notable, however, has been the advance in the 
indices for colonial produce and industrial finished 
goods. Although there was considerable movement 
within the agricultural group, the combined index 
showed little change from December last, but it was 
higher at the end of June as compared with March by 
3°6 per cent. Industrial materials and semi-finished 
products, taken together, were inclined to be steady in 
February, March and April, but subsequently advanced. 

In the agricultural produce group the most notable 
feature of the half-year was the movement of cattle 
prices, which, on the average, in April were below pre- 
war level. The index for foodstuffs of animal origin 
also fell sharply during the same period, June prices 
being only 26 per cent. above the average monthly 
prices of 1913. Prices for vegetable foodstuffs, under 
seasonal influences, have tended upwards. 

In the main the higher indices for coal and iron are 
explained by advances of syndicate prices consequent on 
changes of hours and conditions of labour, Textile prices 
have advanced steadily throughout the half-year. Skin 
and leather prices, on the other hand, steadily cheapened, 
and paper-making materials showed a similar tendency. 
Seasonal causes account for the advance of building 
materials during the last three months. Oils and fats, 
on the average, have become considerably dearer since 
April.

The Belgian index number of wholesale prices for 
June was unchanged from May. Compared with a year 
ago, the index showed a reduction of 0-8 per cent. 

Foodstuffs in June were cheaper by 1-6 per cent. 
Among the industrial groups, the indices for petroleum 
and for rubber showed advances of 5-2 and 4-2 per 
cent. respectively. Chemical fertilisers and resinous 
products were dearer by 1-0 and 0-6 per cent. respec- 
tively. Fats, coal tar and derivatives, and textiles 
were cheaper than in May by 2-7, 1-0 and 0-5 per cent. 
respectively. Other groups showed little or no change 
from the previous month. 

Since February last wholesale prices in Belgium have 
shown little movement. The index figure, which was 
848 in February and March, fell to 847 in April and 
to 844 in May and June. 

After an advance in May, foodstuffs prices declined 
somewhat in June. Fuel prices, which tended to 
become cheaper in March and April, advanced sharply 
in May. Petroleum prices declined rapidly from 
December last to May but showed a sharp advance in 
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June to about the March level. The index for metal- 
lurgical products, which was at about the same figure 
in January, March, and April, advanced slightly in 
May and June. Textiles tended to become dearer in 
the early part of the year, but have since steadily 
cheapened. Resinous products followed a similar price 
movement. The skins and leather index has gradually 
receded from the high point reached in January, and 
the rubber index, after falling sharply to April, recovered 
somewhat in May and June. 


Italy—The detailed index numbers given in the 
table below, relating to end-of-the-month prices, are 
those compiled by Professor Bachi on the basis of 
arithmetic averages. Calculations are also made on the 
basis of geometric averages, and for purposes of com- 
parison the general index compiled on that basis has 
also been inserted.

After rising in each month from February to May 
the Italian index of wholesale prices declined in June 
to the March figure. Compared with a year ago whole- 
sale prices averaged 1-3 per cent. lower. 

Except for miscellaneous vegetable products, the June 
index for which shows a reduction of 8-8 per cent. from 
the previous month, no group showed any important 
movement. In the food groups vegetable foodstuffs 
showed a reduction of 0-4 per cent., and animal food- 
stuffs an advance of 0-5 per cent. Among the in- 
dustrial materials, minerals and metals averaged 1-1 
per cent. dearer, while building materials were slightly 
dearer. The groups for chemical products, textiles, 
and miscellaneous industrial products, on the other 
hand, each showed minor reductions. 

From the end of December to the end of June the 
Italian index showed a total advance of just over a 
half of 1 per cent. This slight movement was due, in 
the main, to rises in the prices of vegetable foodstuffs. 
The industrial groups, except for textiles, showed steady 
reductions throughout the half-year, although certain 
groups—e.g., minerals and metals, and building ma- 
terials—show ed advances in their June indices. Among 
other food groups, animal foodstuffs, although some- 
what irregular, have cheapened. Miscellaneous vege- 
table products have also fluctuated with a dearer 


tendency until May.

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In the United States a decline in the general level of 
wholesale prices occurred in June, the index falling from 
98-6 in May to 97-6, a decrease of one per cent. Com- 
pared with June, 1927, with an index number of 93-8, 
an increase of 4 per cent. was shown. 

Foods decreased by nearly 1 per cent., and hides and 
leather products by 2 per cent., from the May index, 
while minor decreases were reported for textile products, 
chemicals and drugs, and house-furnishing goods. In 
the group of miscellaneous commodities, there was a 
decrease of nearly 34 per cent. Increases were recorded 
in the groups of fuel and lighting materials, metals and 
metal products, and building materials. 

In the first quarter of this year wholesale prices, con- 
sidered as a whole, fell somewhat. In April and May, 
however, there was a sharp advance with a fall in June 
to just above the April figure. Compared with the 
index figures for March and December last, the June 
index was 1-7 and 0-8 per cent. higher respectively. 

Foods and farm products, which tended to become 
cheaper in the first quarter, rose slightly in April and 
May. The prices of hides and leather products, as 
measured by changes in the index numbers, rose from 
January to May. Textile products, on the average, 
have remained practically unchanged. Indices for the 
fuel and lighting and metal and metal product groups 
indicate steadiness during the first four months followed 
by small advances in later months. Chemicals and 
drugs, house-furnishing goods, and miscellaneous com- 
modities show steady reductions throughout the period.

TRADE OF THE MADRAS PRESIDENCY. 


In his Report on the Sea-Borne trade of the Madras 
Presidency for the year ended 3lst March, 1928, the 
Collector of Customs, Madras, states that the period 
under review did not open under the best of auspices, 
writes Mr. T. M. Ainscough, C.B.E., H.M. Senior Trade 
Commissioner in India. A considerable area in the 
Presidency was under threat of famine and as that area 
was one in which staple exports—cotton and ground- 
nuts—were largely grown, the failure of the south-west 
monsoon in 1927 would have resulted not only in critical 
conditions internally but would have been reflected in 
a considerable contraction of exports. 

Fortunately, the optimists were right and, though it 
may not be that the country is on the crest of a wave 
of prosperity, there has been nothing catastrophic and 
the general internal trade conditions have been more or 
less normal. On the other hand, external trade con- 
ditions have improved relatively to last year. The coal 
stoppage, which was so disastrous to the industry of 
the United Kingdom, had by no means negligible effects 
on the trade of Madras and the re-establishment of 
happier industrial conditions at home provided a more 
favourable atmosphere for the trade of Madras with 
her largest customer. 

General financial conditions throughout the world had 
become more stable and the menace of the abundant 
cotton crop in the United States, with its effect not 
only on the export of raw material but also through 
instability of home prices on the import of the manu- 
factured article, was gradually passing away. Other 
favourable conditions have been a steady Exchange— 
the stabilised Exchange apart—and a comparatively 
good supply of freight at reasonable rates. 

The year has seen most important tariff changes. 
Apart from those which operate in favour of indi- 
vidual industries the removal of the import duty on 
machinery is a change of the greatest importance to 
industry as a whole. It is too early to discover any 
real effect of this measure beyond its effect on revenue, 
but the stimulation of the development of internal 
communications by the reduction of the duty on motor 
vehicles is very clearly shown.

Under the heading of food, drink and tobacco, there 
were increased imports of grain, pulse, flour, provisions, 
oilman’s stores, spices and sugar. Larger imports of 
ous and raw silk accounted for the rise under raw 
materials and articles mainly unmanufactured. Under 
articles wholly or mainly manufactured imports of 
metals and ores, railway plant and rolling stock, motor 
vehicles, machinery and millwork and rubber manu- 
factures increased, but those of cotton twist and yarn 
and manufactures, paper, pasteboard and stationery 
declined. 


IMPORTS FROM THE UNITED KINGDOM. 


The value of imports from the United Kingdom 
increased from Rs. 1,011-64 lakhs to Rs. 1,193-98 lakhs 
owing to larger receipts of metals (Rs. 114-48 lakhs), 
railway plant and rolling stock (Rs. 78-90 lakhs), 
machinery (Ks. 16-67 lakhs), provisions (Rs. 12-03 lakhs), 
artificial silk yarn (Rs. 11-76 lakhs), motor vehicles 
(Rs. 9-16 lakhs), cotton twist and yarn (Rs. 5-91 lakhs), 
and unspecified articles by post (Rs. 5-12 lakhs). 
There were, however, smaller imports of cotton piece- 
goods (Rs. 73-48 lakhs) and cotton manufactures other 
than piece-goods (Rs. 5-31 lakhs). 


IMPORTS FROM FOREIGN COUNTRIES. 


Total imports from other countries increased from 
Rs. 849-25 lakhs to Rs. 961-48 lakhs. Those from 
Germany advanced by Rs. 5-10 lakhs owing to in- 
creased imports of dyes and colours (Rs. 7-56 lakhs), 
chemicals (Rs. 4-98 lakhs), drugs and medicines 
(Rs. 3-53 lakhs), manures (Rs. 2-21 lakhs), hardware 
(Rs. 2-12 lakhs), machinery (Rs. 1-83 lakhs), and smaller 
increases in railway materials, instruments, glassware, 
rubber manufactures and liquor. These were offset by 
decreased imports of metals (Rs. 15-05 lakhs), paper 
and pasteboard (Rs. 4-54 lakhs) and stationery. 

Increased imports from France of metals (Rs. 2-48 
lakhs) and liquor (Rs. 1-50 lakhs) were in the main 
responsible for the total advance of Rs. 5-03 lakhs. 
Those from the Netherlands declined by Rs. 8-60 lakhs; 
this was due to reduced imports of railway materials 
(Rs. 6-78 lakhs), dyes and colours (Rs. 6-70 lakhs), set 
off to some extent by larger receipts of manures 
(Rs. 1-06 lakhs), artificial silk yarn (Rs. 1-03 lakhs) and 
instruments, paper and pasteboard. The increase in 
imports from Belgium of Rs. 35-69 lakhs was attribut- 
able to the larger arrivals of metals (Rs. 24-49 lakhs), 
railway materials (Rs. 10-20 lakhs), precious stones 
(Rs. 2-34 lakhs), and machinery (Rs. 1-81 lakhs); there 
were decreases under dyes and colours (Rs. 3-79 lakhs) 
and manures. Imports from Italy rose by Rs. 2-64 
lakhs. 

With the United States the import trade fell by 
Rs. 7-59 lakhs, the main declines being in mineral oils 
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(Rs. 14-13 lakhs), sugar (Rs. 7-15 lakhs), railway plant 
(Rs. 5°38 lakhs), tobacco unmanufactured (Rs. 5-10 
lakhs), machinery (Rs. 1-84 lakhs), hardware (Rs. 1-89 
lakhs), provisions (Rs. 0-75 lakhs), printing materials, 
soap and stationery. There were, however, larger 
imports of motor vehicles (Rs. 29-62 lakhs) and of 
rubber manufactures (Rs. 2-62 lakhs). The decrease ip 
imports from Japan by Rs. 21-47 lakhs was due to 
smaller arrivals of cotton twist and yarn (Rs. 22-8] 
lakhs) and glassware, but there were larger imports of 
camphor and of articles by post.

STATISTICS FOR THE FIRST HALF OF 1928, 





(A) PASSENGERS OF ALL CLASSES.* 
1. TRAFFIC TO AND FROM Non-EuROPEAN COUNTRIES. 


The returns relating to the passenger traffic between 
the United Kingdom and places outside Europe, and 
not within the Mediterranean Sea, show that the 
number of persons of British nationality who left the 
United Kingdom as passengers for such countries 
during the six months ended 30th June, 1928, ex- 
ceeded the number who arrived as passengers from 
those countries by 22,578. In the corresponding 
periods of 1926 and 1927 outward balances of 42,726 
and 38,641 respectively were recorded. During the 
twelve months ended June, 1928, 1927 and 1926, the 
outward balances were 87,540, 119,244 and 102,156 
respectively. 


Grouped according to countries of destination, the 
movement of British subjects during the first half of 
the year 1928 shows a balance outward of 24,219 pas- 
sengers to British North America, 5,218 passengers 
to Australia, and 308 passengers to New Zealand, while 
inward balances are recorded from British South 
Africa, India (including Ceylon), and the groups of 
‘* Other Parts of the British Empire ’’ and ‘* Other 
Foreign Countries.’’ The movement between the 
United Kingdom and the United States showed an 
outward balance of 6,096 British passengers in the 
first six months of 1928, as compared with an outward 
balance of 8,443 in the corresponding period of 1927. 


As regards the movement of aliens between this 
country and non-European countries during the first 
six months of 1928, an outward balance of 8,438 1s 
recorded, as compared with an outward balance of 
17,305 in the corresponding half-year of 1927, when 
large numbers of alien transmigrants from Poland and 
Central European countries proceeded to British 
North America vid United Kingdom ports. In con- 
nection with the figures of the passenger movement, 
particularly those relating to alien passengers, it should 
be noted that they are inclusive of passengers who 
passed through the United Kingdom on their way 
between European and non-European countries and 


vice-versa.

Little variation is shown in the numbers proceeding 
to British South Africa, India (including Ceylon), and 
the group ‘‘ Other Parts of the British Empire.’’ 
Comparing the movement of British emigrants to all 
parts of the Empire during the twelve months ended 
June, 1928, and June, 1927, a decrease of 25,632 is 
shown for the more recent period. The emigrants of 
British nationality to the United States numbered 
22,773 during the year ended 30th June, 1928, as 





the Irish Free State who travelled to or from non- 
European countries vidi ports in the United Kingdom 
numbered 3,156 and 534 respectively during the first 
half of 1928, as compared with 3,518 emigrants and 
524 immigrants during the corresponding period of 
1927. 

The distribution of the migratory movement 
between the United Kingdom and non-European 
countries of British subjects in the first and second 
quarters of 1927 and 1928 and in the twelve months 
ended June of the same years, is given in Table II. on 
page 204 and in Table III. above, particulars for the 
principal countries concerned being distinguished. 

In connection with the figures shown in Table II. 
the decrease of 16,815 in the number of emigrants in 
the first six months of 1928, as compared with the 
figures for 1927, represents decreases of 8,023, 4,866, 
and 3,926 respectively in the numbers of adult males, 
of adult females, and of children under twelve. 
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The numbers of British emigrants from, and immi- 
grants into, Great Britain and Northern Ireland in 
each of the first six months of 1927 and 1928, and 
during the twelve months ended June of the same

The net loss of British subjects by migration (i.e., 
excess of emigrants over immigrants) was 114,177 and 
81,959 respectively in the twelve months ended June, 
1927, and June, 1928, the number of emigrants in the 
later year declining by about 30,000, whilst the 
number of immigrants increased by about 2,000.

Notes on Trade. 





PROPERTIES OF TIMBERS. 


One of the chief items in the programme of the Forest 
Products Research Laboratory is a comprehensive study 
of the mechanical and physical properties of home- 
grown and imported timbers. The results of this study 
will be published from time to time in a series of progress 
reports. Following the example of the old-established 
Forest Products Research Laboratories in Canada, 
India, and the United States, it has been decided to 
publish separately a detailed account of the methods 
employed, and a definition of the principal technical 
terms. 

A Report* just issued by the Department of Scientific 
and Industrial Research explains the general purpose 
of the work, which is to provide data upon which to 
base comparisons between various species of timber 
with reference both to the place of growth of the tree, 
and the position of the specimen in the tree; and to 
make it possible to determine the effect of exposure 
and of the various methods of treatment on the me- 
chanical and physical properties of the timber. In this 
connection, ‘‘ clear specimens” are to be taken as 
meaning straight-grained specimens of timber free 
from defects. 

The Report continues with a detailed account of the 
methods of mechanical and physical tests. There is 
an appendix on formule and methods of computing 
mechanical and physical properties of timber. The 
Report is copiously illustrated and contains a glossary 
of technical terms.

INDIAN WEATHER AND CROPS. 


The Indian Commercial Intelligence Department, 
Calcutta, reports as follows to the Indian Trade Com. 
missioner in London on the season and crops in India 
for the weeks ended:on the dates stated :— 


Rainfall—Calcutta, 13th August: During the week 
ended 12th August rainfall was nearly general in Lower 
Burma and the Konkan on seven days; in Assam and 
Malabar on five days; in Bengal on three days, and in 
Orissa, the Madras Deccan, Berar, Mysore, the Punjab 
and the Kumaon Hills on one day. There were local 
or few falls of rain elsewhere. 


Monsoon.—Calcutta, 13th August : The monsoon has 
been weak in North-west India .and the central parts of 
the country. The monsoon rainfall in August and 
September in the Peninsula and North-west India is 
likely to be normal or in excess of normal. 


Crops.—Bombay, 11th August : The weather has been 
practically dry. The condition of crops is good. Rain 
is badly required. Pest trouble is reported in places.— 
Bengal, 8th August: Rainfall has been moderate 
to heavy. Crops generally are doing well, except 
jute in parts—Bihar and Orissa, 6th August: 
Rainfall has been heavy in parts and _ generally 
light to moderate elsewhere. Some damage has been 
done to bhadai crops by heavy rain and floods.—Punjab, 
6th August : Light rain in parts is more urgently needed. 
The condition of crops is average to good on irrigated 
areas and below average to average on unirrigated areas. 
—Central Provinces, 6th August: There has _ been 
light rain in parts. The condition of standing crops 
is generally satisfactory.—Madras, 4th August: Rain 
has fallen in parts. The condition of standing crops 
is fair.

TRADE CONDITIONS IN BRITISH COLUMBIA 
AND ALBERTA. 
(From H.M. Trade Commissioner.) 
VANCOUVER. 

Evidence that the Province of British Columbia is 
expanding industrially is afforded by the recently published 
Report of the Provincial Department of Labour, in which 
it is recorded that the pay-roll for 1927 exceeded 1774 
million dollars, as compared with approximately 175 
million dols. in 1926 and 160 million dols. in 1925. Estab- 
lished industries are being enlarged and new ones developed. 
The metal-mining and smelting industries have more than 
doubled their wage payments in five years, and the in- 
creased attention which the mineral resources of the province 
have recently attracted, with consequent activity in 
mining development work, will result in a further marked 
advance in the pay-roll aggregate of the current year. 

Progress has not been confined, however, to the typical 
primary industries of the province. Gains are recorded in

cigar and cigarette manufacturing, garment making, paint 
manufacture, ete., while ‘‘the manufacture of food 
products,”’ says the Report, “‘has been a rising factor 
over a period of years.’ A recent addition to the manu- 
facturing activities of Vancouver is the wire-rope works, 
the second of its kind in the city, of a British manufacturer, 
while in Victoria a spinning mill for the production of 
woollen yarn will shortly be in operation. 


SEASONAL BUSINESS: VANCOUVER GRAIN SHIPMENTS. 


Conditions in the wholesale and retail trade are without 
any special feature, business being rather quiet. Unsettled 
weather has proved a deterrent factor in retail trade in 
summer goods. Seasonal slackness in normal retail business 
is, however, ofiset to a certain extent by the purchases of 
tourists, and the tourist traffic continues to increase from 
year to year. There is every indication that the fruit crop 
of the province will be above the average. 


Vancouver’s importance as a wheat port has made a great 
advance during the 1927-28 season by the shipment of as 
many as 80 million bushels, with more than a month of the 
crop year still to run. This is easily a record for the port, 
which is rapidly overtaking her rivals in the American 
Continent. 


LUMBERING, AGRICULTURE AND BUILDING. 


Of the typical industries of the province it is satisfactory 
to be able to record an improvement in lumbering, an 
industry which has suffered recently by reason of intensive 
competition and unremunerative prices. 


The value of the agricultural production of the province 
in 1927, according to recently published figures of the 
Department of Agriculture, amounted to nearly 77 million 
dols., a record for the industry. The increase in farm 
output was not attributable to any one branch of activity, 
but was made up of gains in live stock, poultry and dairy 
products, fodder, honey, hops and wool. Present indica- 
tions point to a satisfactory season for fruit growers. 


Building construction in hand this year shows a con- 
siderable increase over last year. Plans are projected for 
the erection in the business portion of Vancouver of several 
new office blocks, including a dental and medical building. 
Office accommodation in modern buildings centrally 
situated is at a premium, and the new buildings will fill a 
long-felt want. Activity continues to prevail in the con- 
struction of residential property in Vancouver, especially 
in apartment houses and in residences of moderate size 
in the outer suburbs. There is a plentiful supply of labour. 


CONDITIONS IN ALBERTA. 


Prosperous conditions have prevailed in Alberta for 
some time, by reason chiefly of the excellent yield of wheat 
in the past season. Prospects for the coming season are 
encouraging. Wheat seeding has been carried out under 
favourable conditions, and the success of last year’s opera- 
tions has led to cultivation of an increased acreage. 
General trade conditions are quite satisfactory, according 
to common report, and collections leave little room for 
complaint. 


Building is active in country districts as well as in 
Edmonton and Calgary. The total value of building 
permits issued in Calgary to the end of May exceeded the 
figure for any year since 1914. 





KENYA AND UGANDA. 


IMPORT TRADE IN MARCH QUARTER. 


H.M. Trade Commissioner at Nairobi reports that during 
the first quarter of the current year home consumption 
imports were valued at £2,015,950, as compared with 
£1,810,850 in the first quarter of 1927. Great Britain 
supplied imports to the value of £716,635 or 36 per cent. 
of the total imports, the United States £256,852 (13 per 
cent.), India £252,141 (13 per cent.), Holland £130,681 
(6 per cent.), Japan £105,906 (5 per cent.), and Germany 
£86,387 (4 per cent.). 

It should be noted that home consumption imports 
exclude Government goods and specie, also produce of 
Tanganyika Territory (valued at £135,664 in the period 
January—March last, as against £131,873 in the corre- 
sponding period of 1927) intended for subsequent re- 
exportation.

IMPORTS AND EXPORTS, JANUARY-APRIL. 


H.M. Trade Commissioner at Nairobi reports that 
imports and domestic exports during the first four months 
of the current year amounted in value to £1,199,235 
and £894,737 as compared with £987,449 and £844,840 
respectively in the period January—April, 1927. 

Great Britain supplied imports valued at £482,322, or 
40 per cent. of the total, during the period under review, 
as compared with £336,300 or 34 per cent. in the corre- 
sponding months of 1927. Other contributors were Germany 
£142,821 or 12 per cent. (£113,057 or 12 per cent.), India 
£124,738 or 10 per cent. (£140,786 or 14 per cent.), Holland 
£102,470 or 8 per cent. (£74,143 or 7 per cent.), and Japan 
£90,082 (£77,461).

COMMERCE AND INDUSTRY OF STATE OF 
PERNAMBUCO. , 
(From the British Consul.) 
PERNAMBUCO. 


General conditions in 1927 showed some improvement 
over 1926, a contributory cause of the improvement being 
the steady exchange, which has not only to a large extent 
done away with speculation, but has also permitted mer- 
chants to calculate their profits with some degree of 
certainty and has thus enabled them gradually to recover 
from the heavy losses sustained during the previous two 
or three years. 

The slight depression existing in the textile trade was 
the natural outcome of the decreased sales to the towns 
in the interior of the State. The small retailers in these 
towns obtained their supplies on credit from the larger 
houses in Pernambuco, who, in their turn, financed them- 
selves by drawing on the up-country retailer and negotiating 
the bills in the banks. The majority of the small retailers 
being bad payers, the difficulty encountered by the banks 
in collecting these bills became so great that this class of 
business was put an end to, with the result of loss of trade 
and credit facilities. The future result, however, will no 
doubt be the gradual disappearance of the unreliable firms 
and the establishment of a better class of business with 
the interior. 


Corton CROPS AND EXPORTS. 


Entries of cotton for the twelve months ended 31st July, 
1927, were 15,468,437 kilogs. as compared with 12,444,537 
kilogs. during the corresponding period of the previous 
crop. The quality was good, especially as regards the short 
staple ‘“‘ Matta’’ cotton. Estimates for the 1927-28 crop 
are lower, the decrease being due to lack of rain in the 
interior districts. 

Exports of cotton showed a total increase over the 
previous season’s shipments of 3,617,268 kilogs. to 
12,387,968 kilogs., but Liverpool took only 2,086,799 kilogs. 
as against 2,574,875 kilogs. 

The local Government, in conjunction with the Federal 
Government, is taking great interest in the production of 
cotton, and inspectors have been appointed to register all 
small planters and to examine the gins, of which there are 
about 400 in the interior of the State, while all the cotton 
passing through at the large hydraulic presses is examined 
and certified. 

The work at the three seed farms of the State Cotton 
Service is progressing favourably, mechanical cultivators 
and chemical fertilisers having now been brought into use. 
A Meteorological post has also been installed at each farm. 
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The cotton mills, of which there are 13 in the State of 
Pernambuco, have a normal consumption of 6,800,000 
kilogs. per annum. 


SuGAR PRICE MAINTENANCE. 


The 1926-27 crop yielded 157,800 metric tons of factory. 
made sugar and 42,660 tons of low grade open pan sugar, 
or a total of 200,460 tons as against 193,020 tons in 1925-26, 
The 1927—28 crop promises to be better than that of 1926-27, 
the entries to the end of December amounting to 200,355 
tons of sugar of all grades. Stocks total 29,466 tons, and 
it was anticipated that another 32,000 tons would still 
come in which would mean an increase of some 60,000 tons 
over the previous crop. 


The Bank of Brazil took the keenest interest in main. 
taining prices in the home markets, and arrangements were 
made with every producing State in the Union whereby 
the factories sold their sugar at a stated minimum price 
through a local committee or ‘‘Convenio.”’ The Bank, 
in the event of the price falling below Rs. 50$000 per bag 
for white crystals, were prepared to warrant sugar at 
Rs. 30$000 per bag until such time as prices improved 
again. The Bank also stipulated that the estimated surplus 
of sugar in the country should be exported abroad, and the 
State of Pernambuco exported 22,500 tons during the 
last quarter of 1927, as its first quota, most of which went 
to London and Liverpool. 


The policy of the Bank proved an unqualified success, 
and as a result the average price for crystal was just under 
Rs. 50$000 per bag of 60 kilogs. delivered at store in 
Pernambuco. It was understood that the ‘‘ Convenio” 
would be replaced by a co-operative society, managed by 
seven members chosen from the industry, who would 
handle the next crop and dispose of it direct to buyers, thus 
eliminating brokers and other intermediaries. The other 
sugar-producing States would also have their co-operative 
societies and would be jointly represented at Rio de Janeiro 
by a committee which would have the sole and exclusive 
charge of selling the sugar in Rio de Janeiro and Séo Paulo, 
the other consuming markets continuing free to buy as 
heretofore.

Port WorRES. 


Early in August, 1927, the Pernambuco State Government 
published in its official organ a call for tenders for the com- 
pletion of the complementary port works, including the 
construction of quays and the supply of material. 

The contract for the construction work was awarded to 
a Rio de Janeiro (Brazilian) firm. With regard to the 
mechanical equipment, however, while firms, including 
three British, submitted tenders, and although the figures 
submitted by the latter were the highest, all the contracts, 
with the exception of the rolling stock and the refrigeration 
plant, which were not tendered for by British firms, were 
awarded to two British concerns. 


RAILWAY CONSTRUCTION. 


The Great Western of Brazil Railway Company, Limited, 
has contracted with the Federal Government to carry out, 
by means of sub-contractors, a number of extensions. New 
surveys have been carried out at different points and loca- 
tions are taking place at others, but at the time of writing, 
the only real construction work accomplished has been in 
the nature of excavations. A few small culverts have been 
constructed, but the progress of general work is slow, and 
until rails and accessories and bridgework have been 
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ordered and received, it would be premature to conjecture 
probable extent of constructions. Rolling stock (locomo- 
tives, wagons and carriages), steelwork for bridges, rails 
and accessories will all be required. Bonds of the Internal 
Debt to the value of Rs. 44,000,000$000 have been deposited 
with the Bank of London and South America in Rio de 
Janeiro for the execution of the construction. 


RoaD CONSTRUCTION AND MoTrorR VEHICLES. 


According to statistics furnished by the Department of 
Public Works, there are at present 4,521 kilometres of 
roads in the State of Pernambuco; 1,167 kilometres of this 
being highways and the remaining 3,354 cart and cattle 
tracks. The programme at present being elaborated by the 
administration provides for an eventual total of 5,827 kilo- 
metres, that is, an additional 1,306 kilometres. The roads 
are classified as trunk and branch roads. 

Road-building methods are still very primitive, and the 
work is all manual, no road-making plant being at present 
used. The roads are mostly constructed with red clay and 
sand rolled or beaten down. Practically all the roads are 
impassable for motor vehicles during the rainy season 
(March—August). 

Statistics furnished by municipal authorities give 2,870 
as the number of motor vehicles registered in the State of 
Pernambuco during 1927. Of these 2,003 are in the capital 
and 867 distributed in the municipalities. American manu- 
facturers hold a practical monopoly of the market.

FOREIGN TRADE IN JUNE. 


(From the British Legation.) 
BERNE. 

Imports and exports during June last amounted in value 
to 211 million francs and 162-3 million frs., a decrease of 
22 million frs. in the total value of Swiss foreign trade as 
compared with May, imports and exports having fallen off 
by 11-9 million frs. and 10-1 million frs. respectively. 
The trade balance was slightly more unfavourable than 
in the preceding month, as exports represented 76-9 per 
cent. of imports, as against 77-3 per cent. in May. It is 
interesting to note that the value of Swiss imports in June, 
1928, was exactly the same as that for June, 1927, while 
exports show a difference of only 700,000 frs. in favour 
of June, 1928. The quota of exports amounted to 6-2 
million frs. per working day, as compared with 6-9 million 
frs. in May. 

On the import side, the heaviest decrease was recorded 
in respect of foodstuffs and raw materials, part of this 
decline being, however, of a seasonal character. Imports 
of corn showed a fall of 2-9 million frs. in comparison with 
May. ‘There was also a decrease in the case of fodder 
(— 500,000 frs.), butter (— 600,000 frs.), wine in casks 
(— 2-1 million frs. and — 32,814 hectolitres), eggs 
(— 300,000 frs.), raw silk (— 3-4 million frs. and — 6 million 
frs. in comparison with June, 1927), raw wool (— 700,000 
frs.) and motor cars (— 600,000 frs. and — 10 machines). 
There was only a slight falling off in imports of raw cotton. 
Imports were heavier in respect of early fruit (+ 2-5 
million frs.), crystallised sugar (+ 1 million frs.), coal 
(+ 2 million frs.), raw copper (+ 700,000 frs.), and petrol 
(++ 500,000 frs.), the increase on the first two items having 
a seasonal character. The following table shows the 
principal import groups in June, 1928, as compared with 
May, 1928 :—

In June, 1928, the decreasing tendency of exports was 
most marked in the case of cotton fabrics (— 3 million frs.), 
embroidery (— 800,000 frs.), cotton yarns (— 600,000 frs.), 
woollens (— 400,000 frs.), silk ribbons (— 100,000 frs.), 
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condensed milk (— 1,500,000 frs.), footwear (— 300,000 frs, 
and — 10,650 pairs), straw goods (— 1 million frs.), hides 
and skins (— 1-3 million frs.) and machinery (— 900,000 
frs.). On the other hand, exports improved in respect of 
watches (+ 1-8 million frs. and -+ 200,000 watches), 
instruments and apparatus (++ 700,000 frs.), silk fabrics 
(+ 500,000 frs.) and cheese (+ 1-4 million frs.).

RAILWAY STATISTICS FOR MAY. 


The Minister of Transport announces that the railway 
statistics for May can now be obtained at H.M. Stationery 
Office (price 3s. 6d.). The comparisons with May, 1927, 
are affected by the incidence of Whit Monday, which fell 
on 6th June last year and on 28th May in 1928. 


INCREASE IN PASSENGER TRAFFIC. 


The total number of passenger journeys (excluding 
season-ticket holders) taken on all standard railways 1 
Great Britain in May, 1928, was 101,984,041, an increase 
compared with May, 1927, of 9,479,274, or 10-2 per cent. 
The journeys taken by passengers at reduced fares im- 
creased by 9,434,351 and the journeys at standard or 
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ordinary fares by 44,923. The receipts from passengers 
(excluding season-ticket holders) showed an increase of 
£748,740, or 17-0 per cent. If the London Tubes and 
Metropolitan District Railway be omitted, the figures show 
an increase in journeys of 6,642,341, or 9-4 per cent., and 
a rise in receipts of £710,369, or 17-2 per cent. For all 
companies the receipts from passenger train traffic (in- 
cluding season tickets and parcels and miscellaneous 
traffic, but excluding mails and parcel post) were £705,422 
more than in May, 1927. The coaching train miles showed 
an increase of 1,587,067, or 7-3 per cent. 


DECREASE IN Goops TRAFFIC. 


The total tonnage of freight conveyed (excluding free- 
hauled traffic) was 25,595,366, a decline compared with 
May, 1927, of 3,072,674 tons, or 10-7 per cent. The total 
net ton-miles (excluding free-hauled) were 8-4 per cent. 
less than in May, 1927. Freight-train receipts (less receipts 
from collection and delivery) amounted to £8,667,527, a 
decrease of £964,438, or 10-0 per cent. The freight-train 
miles run were 471,909 less than in May, 1927, a decline 
of 3-9 per cent. The average train load decreased from 
131 tons to 1214 tons, and the net ton-miles per engine 
hour from 447 to 440.

KIEL CANAL TRAFFIC IN JUNE. 
(From the British Consul-General.) 


HAMBURG. 

Traffic through the Kiel Canal during the month of June 
was exceptionally heavy. It consisted of 5,018 vessels, 
aggregating 1,794,235 net reg. tons, which, although 
less than in the same period of 1927 by about 600 vessels of 
130,000 n.r.t., represents an increase over May, 1928, of 
about 400 vessels of 300,000 n.r.t. Of the 5,018 vessels 
constituting the total traffic, 2,289 were registered as sea- 
going steamers aggregating 1,599,047 n.r.t. Of these 
vessels, 2,169 were cargo and passenger steamers of 1,593,099 
nr.t., 116 were tugs of 5,422 n.r.t. and four were fishing 
steamers of 526 n.r.t. In addition to these, 2,330 were 
sailing craft totalling 110,289 n.r.t. and 188 lighters and 
barges of 60,406 n.r.t.

ROAD TRAFFIC: APPROVAL OF 
INTERNATIONAL CONVENTION. 


According to the terms of Decree No. 15,801, published 
in the Official Gazette of Ist August (Ist series), the 
Portuguese Government have approved the International 
Convention signed at Paris on 24th April, 1926, relative to 
automobile traffic between Portugal and other countries; 
and also the Convention signed on the same date regarding 
the rules of the road. 

Since Ist June last vehicular traffic in Portugal has kept 
to the right, instead of to the left as formerly.

CONSTRUCTION OF MOTOR ROADS. 


(From the British Ambassador.) 
MADRID. 

The Official Gazette of 3lst July contains a Decree 
authorising the Minister of Public Works to arrange a 
contract for the construction of motor roads between 
Madrid and Valencia, Madrid and Irun, and Oviedo and 
Gijon. 

These roads are to be constructed with a view to 
éncouraging tourists and establishing communication 
between the chief centres of production. The State will 
allocate in the Budget sums of two million pesetas, three 
million pesetas and a quarter of a million pesetas respec- 
tively towards the construction of these roads. The 
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company which would be formed to carry out the work 
must be Spanish and at least 70 per cent. of its shares must 
be held by Spanish subjects. 

British firms may be interested to know, however, that 
Article 16 of the Decree referred to above provides that 
machinery to be used in the work, if of a kind not made in 
Spain, may be imported temporarily free of duty.

UNITED KINGDOM. 


IRON AND STEEL PRODUCTION IN JULY. 


The National Federation of Iron and Steel Manufacturers 
reports that 537,800 tons of pig iron were produced in July, 
as compared with 563,700 tons in June and 591,500 tons in 
May. The July output included 168,100 tons of hematite, 
201,600 tons of basic, 130,800 tons of foundry and 23,200 
tons of forge pig iron. The number of furnaces in blast 
at the end of July was 131, a net decrease of ten since the 
end of June and of seventeen since the end of May. 

The production of steel ingots and castings in July 
amounted to 666,900 tons, as compared with 709,500 tons 
in June and 752,700 tons in May.

PROTOCOL TO COMMERCIAL AGREEMENT, 


A French Presidential Decree of 30th July, published 
in the ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ for 3lst July, provides that the 
Protocol (signed at Paris on 20th June, 1928) to the Franco- 
German Commercial Agreement of 17th August, 1927, was 
to come into force on Ist August, 1928, pending approval 
by the Senate and the Chamber of Deputies. 

The text of the Protocol is published with the Decree, 
and a somewhat abridged translation is given below. It 
deals largely with questions of the tariff classification of 
certain goods on import into France (lists A and B) and 
Germany (list C). Certain Tariff reductions in Germany 
are foreshadowed (list B), and various German goods are 
exempted from certificate of origin requirement on import 
into France (Article 6). A few readjustments of the French 
and German Tariffs are also to be made, as set out in 
two lists. Annexed to the Protocol is a series of Notes 
exchanged between the French and German negotiators 
dealing with various matters, mainly of tariff classifi- 
cation. 

The Presidential Decree notifies that, despite the general 
enforcement of the Protocol, the following provisions are 
to come into force only after Parliamentary approval, 


V1Z. :— 
(a) Article 2 and list B. 
(b) The special arrangements as to alterations to be 
made in the French and German Tariffs. 
(c) The exchange of Notes (No. 16 in list below) 
relative to the refund by the French authorities 
of the duties on certain tractors.

THE FRANCO-GERMAN COMMERCIAL AGREEMENT OF 
17TH AvuGusT, 1927. 


To ensure that the reciprocal exchange of goods between 
the two countries may continue without hindrance 
on the basis of the Commercial Agreement of 17th August, 
1927, the French and German Governments have agreed 
upon the following provisions regarding the interpretations 
of certain provi-ions of that Agreement and the Customs 
treatment of certain goods :—

Articles for electricity, of faience, porcelain, 
white or coloured ‘stoneware, earthenware, 
glass, crystal, etc., with parts or fittings of 
moulded or malleable cast iron, wrought iron, 
steel, sheet iron or steel, copper, lead, tin or 
zinc, pure or alloyed, are dutiable, as a whole, 
under No. 347 bis.

The pumps classed under this heading are those 
not included under other headings of the 
Tariff.

ing, gumming or bronzing paper and board,

The régime of Tariff No. 524 bis B applies to 
rheostats, resistances, self-induction and re- 
action coils, also known as shock resistance 
coils, contact breakers, current regulators. 

Relay telephones are dutiable under Tariff 
No. 524 bis E. 

The classification of automatic washing 
machines, provided with electric heating 
apparatus is fixed as follows :— 

(a) Functioning by ebullition (electrical 
heating)—No. 524 bis K. 

(6) Functioning mechanically (laundering), 
weighing less than 110 kgs.—No. 524 
bis M. 

(c) Functioning mechanically, weighing 110 
kilogs. or more : each part which goes 
to make up the whole apparatus is 
dutiable separately. 

Electrical hair-drying apparatus shall be duti- 
able under No. 524 bis N for three months 
after the signature of this Protocol. After 
that period they will be dutiable under 
Tariff No. 524 bis M. 

Turning, decorating, polishing, and cutting 
machines are considered as machines for 
making pottery (other than for building).

(1) Plain articles, even of shape neither classic 
nor ornamented (oval, square, hexagonal, 
octagonal) without ornaments are classified 
as “‘ orfévrerie,’’ “‘ not chased, nor engraved, 
nor ornamented.’

(3) It is also understood that nickelled kitchen 
and household utensils shall not, in any case, 
be dutiable as nickelled table ware.

The German Government agrees :— 

1. That cloth (draps) of wool mixed with 
vegetable textile materials or yarns shall algo 
be considered as felted cloths of wool.

Notes ANNEXED TO THE PROTOCOL. 
A series of Notes exchanged between the President of 


negotiating Delegation and 


the French 


Ministry of Commerce on 20th June dealt with a number 


of matters of tariff classification, 
An outline of these Notes is given below :— 


etc. 


(1) Importers of live French cattle through Hamburg and 
Bremen are to be granted the same facilities as those granted to 
Danish importers who bring cattle to those ports to be slaughtered 
there in the special abattoirs. 

(2) Certain disputes which have arisen in connection with the 
classification of consignments of nickelled copper articles of art 
and ornament imported into France are to be settled. 


(3) So-called Dutch bricks, ete. 


(Klinker and Klinkerplatten), 


made at Birkenfeld, are to be classed under No. 342 of the French 


Tariff. 
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(4) If the documents required to accompany Cognac and 
Armagnac on import into Germany are lost owing to a fault of 
the German Customs or railways, the German authorities will 
favourably consider the possibility of applying the reduced 
‘* Conventional ” duties to the consignments affected. 


(5) German manufacturers of chicory and pharmaceutical 
specialities may obtain from the Chief Inland Revenue Offices 
in France the labels (vignettes) indicating that the French 
internal duties have been paid, and may stick them on the 
packets (of regulation size) before the goods are imported. 


(6) Garments consisting partly of hosiery and partly of made-up 
articles of cloth, property so called, the parts being easily 
separable, are dutiable as follows on import into France :— 

The hosiery—at the duties prescribed for hosiery. 
The made-up articles—at the duties prescribed in the 
Tariff for such goods. 


(7) The following decisions are given as to classification of 
various goods under the French Tariff :-— 

(a) *‘ Cyclon ’”’ (with base of prussic acid).—The mark 
** prussic acid ’’ does not affect the tariff classification. 

(5) Tariff No. 461 et seg.—Articles of paper or board loaded 
with artificial resin to the extent of not more than 5 per 
cent. are dutiable as articles of paper or board, according to 
kind. 

(c) Tariff No. 524 bis J—Apparatus for X-ray examina- 
tion (polyscopes or clinoscopes) and apparatus for the appli- 
cation of X-ray (Wintz and 8.R.V. system) are to be dutiable 
under No. 524 bis J. (on their total weight). 

(qd) In the “Helios” central automatic lubricating 
apparatus, the lower part containing the pump system is 
to be taxed as a whole at the duty applicable to pumps (No. 
512 bis A.). Other lubricating apparatus having the same 
characteristics as the ‘*‘ Helios ’’ lubricator shall be admitted 
on the same basis. 


(8) The question as to which mouth harmonicas are to be 
classed (under the French Tariff) as toys and which as musical 
instruments is to be examined by the French authorities with a 
view to a dividing criterion being laid down. 

(9) An explanation is given of the meaning of the note to 
No. 634 ter B of the French Tariff relating to the classification 
of dynamometers mounted on frame, hydraulic or other control 


(10) The French authorities will reconsider the tariff classifi- 
cation of bricks with a basis of pumice stone, with cement 
merely as binding (at present classed under Tariff No. 186). 


(11) The German Government will, on the next opportunity, 
introduce legislation necessary to extend to unprepared Alsatian 
palm hats the ‘‘conventional’’ treatment now applied to 
prepared hats (ez No. 541). 


(12) The French Tariff classification of hand cameras is as 
follows :—- 
If imported complete (put together or not)—dutiable at 
10 per cent. ai valorem under No. 635 bis. Cameras 
imported without lens are regarded as complete. 
Incomplete apparatus (e.g., without shutter or shutter 
release )—each part is dutiable separately at the rate applic- 
able, i.e., 
Lenses—14 per cent. ad valorem. 
Shutter—5 per cent. ad valorem. 
Release—11 per cent. ad valorem. 
Other parts, including body—13 per cent. ad valorem. 


(13) The French authorities will examine the question of the 
tariff classification of various apparatus for making and laying 
bitumen and asphalt. 


(14) The Franco-German Agreement of 17th August, 1927, 
fixed a duty of 16 frs. each for jewel clocks, night-lamp clocks, 
etc., weighing from 251 to 500 grms.each. It was intended, 
however, that the duty should be 14 frs. per kilog. The error 
has now been rectified (see list B above), but it is understood that, 
in the rectified form, such goods continue to enjoy the advantages 
prescribed in list B in Articles 2, 4, 5 and 6 of the Agreement 
of 17th August, 1927. 


(15) The French Government gives an assurance that, despite 
the existence of the monopoly, no import prohibition will be 
placed on collodion (No. 0250 of the French Tariff). 


(16) The French Government agrees to refund the difference 
between the duty payable on tractors weighing over 1,450 kilogs. 
before the “ additif’’ (Law of 2nd March) and the new duty 
thereon, as regards tractors imported after the coming into force 
of the “‘ additif’’ up to 20th June. The French Government 
will also bear in mind the German contentions in this matter 
if the tariff treatment of tractors or products of the automobile 
industry is revised.

ment in Canada and the Spanish Foreign Minister, regu. 
lating the commercial relations between the Dominion of 
Canada and Spain. 

It is agreed that as from 1st August the stipulations of 
the Anglo-Spanish Treaty of Commerce and Navigation of 
3lst October, 1922, as modified by the Convention of 5th 
April, 1927, and of the Anglo-Spanish Companies’ Agree.

MODIFICATION OF CUSTOMS TARIFFS. 


Proclamations Nos. 7, 8, and 9, of 1928, recently issued by 
the High Commissioner for the Union of South Africa, make 
provision for the enforcement of numerous Customs Tariff 
amendments in Basutoland, Bechuanaland and Swaziland, 
respectively. These amendments are the same as those 
introduced in the Union of South Africa by Act No. 19 of 
1928—see the Notice on page 219 of this issue of the “‘Journal’ 
—and bring into line with that Tariff the Customs Tariffs 
of Basutoland, Bechuanaland and Swaziland. 





BRITISH INDIA. 





TARIFF BOARD ENQUIRY AS TO GRANT 
OF PROTECTION TO CERTAIN CHEMICALS. 


A Resolution of the Government of India in the Depart- 
ment of Commerce (No. 199 T (8), dated 16th July, 1928), 
published in the ‘“ Indian Trade Journal” of 26th July, 
states that the Government of India have decided to refer 
to the Tariff Board, for examination, the representations 
which have been received from the Eastern Chemical 
Company and the Dharamsi Morarji Chemical Company 
that protection should be extended to certain chemicals 
(sulphuric acid, hydrochloric acid, nitric acid, magnesium 
sulphate, ferrous sulphate, potash alum, aluminium sulphate, 
sodium sulphide, zinc chloride, copper sulphate, Glauber’ 
salt), and any other representations of a similar nature 
which may be brought to its notice. 

Along with the question of extending protection to the 
manufacture of particular chemicals, the Tariff Board is to 
examine the question of the removal of the import duties 
on those chemicals which are used as materials in Indian 
industries. 

Firms or persons interested, who desire that their views 
should be considered by the Tariff Board, should address 
their representations to the Secretary to the Board.

CUSTOMS TREATMENT OF LATVIAN 


A Proclamation dated 13th July; 1928, has been issued 
which directs that most-favoured-nation treatment shall be 
extended to goods produced or manufactured in Latvia 
on and after 14th July, 1928, when imported into Canada.

H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner in Canada and New- 
foundland has reported that, under the authorisation 
conferred upon the Governor-in-Council by an amendment 
to the Revenue Act, 1925, which was passed at the recent 
Session of the Newfoundland Legislature, a Minute of 
Council passed on 5th July provides for the extension to 
goods the produce or manufacture of Canada, of the benefit 
of the most favourable treatment in duties and charges 
granted in respect of like goods imported into Newfound- 
land from any foreign country.

TARIFF MODIFICATIONS. 


In connection with previous notices published in the 
‘“* Journal’ respecting the proposals for the modification 
of the Union Customs Tariff which were incorporated in 
the current year’s Budget proposals for the Union of South 
Africa, the Board of Trade have now received copy of 
the text of the Customs and Excise Duties (Amendment) 
Act, 1928 (No. 19 of 1928), which provides for the enact- 
ment of these proposals, as amended, and which became 
operative on 7th June, 1928. The increases of Customs 
duty provided for by this Act have been in force since 
5th April, when the Budget proposals were first introduced, 
while the decreases of duty took effect as from the date of 
coming into force of the Act. 


The following statement shows in detail the nature of 
the Tariff alterations, other than modifications in the list 
of conditionally free goods, which have been effected by 
this Act, additions to the text of the Customs Tariff being 
shown in italic type, whilst words or paragraphs deleted 
are enclosed in square brackets.

In addition to providing for a number of modifications 
in the list of goods which are admitted free of duty when 
imported for use in certain specified industries, the present 
Act provides for the addition of the following paragraph 
to the ‘‘ General Note ”’ to the Tariff :— 

‘‘Chassis’’ shall mean the undergear of a power- 
driven vehicle, and shall include the frame, engine, 
wheels without tyres, axles, springs, bonnet, steering 
gear, transmission gear to axles, radiator, carburettor, 
batteries and coil, tanks for fuel, water and oil, lamps, 
wind-screen, speedometer, oil -and fuel gauge, self- 
starter, buffer, dashboard, running boards and mud- 
guards. 

Notre.—The attachment of tyres and shock absorbers 
will not debar the chassis from admission as chassis, but 
duty must be paid on those parts at the rates provided for 
under the appropriate items of the Tariff.

TARIFF REDUCTIONS (INSULIN; HYDRAULIC

The ** Moniteur Belge ”’ for 11th August contains a Royal 
Decree, dated 27th July, which makes certain amendments 
in the Belgian Customs Tariff, with efiect as from 16th

ASSESSMENT OF DUTY ON AGRICULTURAL 
AND HORTICULTURAL MACHINES. 


Under the Law of 2nd March a Note was added to Tariff 
No. 522, providing that the duty on agricultural and horti- 
cultural machines. was to be assessed on the basis of an 
arbitrary legal weight obtained by multiplying the gross 
weight by a co-efficient fixed according to the packing and 
according to each class of machine, by Decree counter- 
signed by the Ministers of Agriculture, Commerce and Fin- 
ance. A Decree, dated Ist August, has now been published 
in the *‘ Journal Officiel ’’ (Paris) for 6-7th August, which 
fixes the co-efficients as follows :—

Packed in crates, a co-efficient of 0-85 (i.e., gross weight is 

to be reduced by 15 per cent.) ; 

Packed in any other manner, a co-efficient of 1-04 (i.e.. 

gross weight to be increased by 4 per cent.). 


REGULATIONS REGARDING THE 
IMPORTATION, ETC., OF MINERAL OILS. 


The “ Journal Officiel ” (Paris) for 9th August contains 
a Decree, dated 29th July, which prescribes detailed regu- 
lations for the application of the Law of 16th March, 1928, 
regarding the Customs regime of petroleum products in 
France (see the issue of the “Journal” of 5th April, 
pp. 446-7). 

The first section of the Decree contains definitions of 
the various petroleum products coming under Tariff 
Nos. 197 to 199 (crude oil, refined mineral oil and spirit, 
heavy oil, “‘ waterwhite” oil, gas oil, fuel oil, road oil, 
pitch, etc.), and prescribes the documents and procedure 
hecessary in connection with the import of crude mineral 
oils. A special certificate issued by a technical authority 
in the country of extraction, and legalised by a French 
Consul, is necessary for such imports. 





CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AND TARIFF CHANGES—Continued. 





Further sections of the Decree deal with the conditions 
under which residues may be used; the regulations which 
must be followed by “ controlled ”’ factories; the conditions 
under which hydro-carbons may be exported; and the 
conditions. attaching to the duty-free import of hydro- 
carbons for marine and aeronautical purposes.

FRENCH WEST AFRICA. 





IMPORT AND EXPORT DUTIES: 
“ COEFFICIENTS ” FOR SECOND HALF OF 1928. 


The “ Journal Officiel ’? of French West Africa for 30th 
June contains a Decree of the Governor-General, dated 
29th June, which lays down the “ coefficients of increase ” 
to be applied during the second half of 1928 to import and 
export duties in French West Africa. The “‘ coefficients ”’ 
are the same as those in force for the first half of 1928 (see 
the issue of this “‘ Journal ”’ for 19th January, 1928, page 92), 
except in the case of the following, in respect of which the 
coefficients have been increased to the figures shown

TARIFF CLASSIFICATIONS AND FORTHCOMING 
TARIFF CHANGES (FRANCO-GERMAN 
PROTOCOL).

TARIFF CLASSIFICATION OF “ CRUDE 
RUBBER.” 

The “ Reichszollblatt ’ for 25th July publishes a Notice 
of the Ministry of Finance regarding the tariff classification 
of a rubber product termed ‘‘ Crude Rubber” which has 
a number of external characteristics in common with the 
crepe rubber which, by a decision of 1923, was classed 
under Tariff No. 98. It differs, however, from the crepe 
rubber covered by the 1923 decision* in having received the 





* This decision related to crepe rubber consisting of flexible 
and elastic sheets of varying thickness (2-5 to 10 mm.) and of 
pale yellow colour, with uneven bark-like surface, as is usual with 
raw rubber, which is purified by washing and rolled out into 
layers (Fellen). It consists of pure raw rubber, washed merely 
to remove the sand, stones, bark particles, etc., without however 
undergoing any special cleansing process, and then rolled out 
into layers of various thicknesses. 
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form of sheets of regular thickness by repeated rollings (in- 
cluding the rolling of several so-called layers of raw rubber 
on to each other). These sheets are also provided with a 
honeycomb pattern on one side (apparently by the use of 
heated rollers). The Notice states that such sheets are to 
be dutiable as rubber sheets with impressed patterns under 
No. 579 of the German Customs Tariff at the rate of 120 
Reichsmarks per 100 kilogrammes (or, under the “‘ conven- 
tional” Tariff, 100 Reichsmarks per 100 kilogrammes). 





GREECE. 





POSSIBLE TARIFF CHANGES (DENUNCIATION 
OF FRANCO-GREEK COMMERCIAL 
CONVENTION). 


The Commercial Convention between France and Greece 
concluded in 1926 has been denounced by Greece, and is 
due to expire on 10th September next. Negotiations for 
a new Convention are, however, proceeding. 

The 1926 Convention provided for reduced duties on 
many classes of goods entering Greece, a detailed list 
of the goods being given in the ‘‘Journal” of 23rd 
September, 1926 (pages 338-340). These reduced duties 
(which are, of course, enjoyed by goods of United Kingdom 
origin) may therefore cease to be operative as from 10th 
September, but information as to what changes actually 
take place as the result of the denunciation and the negotia- 
tions for a revised Convention will be published in the 
*‘ Journal ’”’ as soon as the information is received in the 
Board of Trade. 





JAPAN. 


PROHIBITION ON THE IMPORT OF RICE 
AND PADDY EXTENDED. 


H.M. Representative at Tokio reports, by telegraph, that 
the prohibition on the importation of rice and paddy into 
Japan, Korea and Formosa, except under licence, has been 
extended from 3lst August to 3lst December, 1928. 








MOROCCO (FRENCH ZONE). 


“TEMPORARY IMPORTATION ” OF CERTAIN 
OIL. 


H.M. Representative at Rabat reports that in virtue of 
a Decree, dated 11th June, edible oil for preserving fish 
for export has been added to the list of articles which may 
be imported into the French Zone of Morocco under the 
“temporary duty-free importation ” régime. 








MOZAMBIQUE (PORTUGUESE EAST 
AFRICA). 


TARIFF TREATMENT OF MIXED FABRICS. 


H.M. Consul-General at Lourenco Marques reports the 
issue of an Order, dated 26th May, amending Tariff No. 137c 
of the Mozambique Customs Tariff. That heading for- 
merly related to ‘“ mixed fabrics of cotton and natural 
or artificial silk, the proportion of silk not exceeding 50 per 
cent.,”’ the duties being 40 per cent. ad valorem for piece- 
goods and 50 per cent. ad valorem for made-up wares. 

The heading has now been amended to read: ‘* Mixed 
fabrics of cotton, linen, wool and natural or artificial silk, 
the proportion of the silk not exceeding 50 per cent.” 





PORTUGAL. 





MODIFICATION OF CUSTOMS AND OTHER 
TAXES. 

A further Decree (No. 15815) provides for the suppression 
of several general taxes and imposts levied on imports and 
exports, and the substitution therefor of an inclusive tax 
on clearance notes (bilhetes de despacho). Generally 
speaking, the effect of the Decree, as far as regards ordinary 
imports, is to substitute a single tax of 2} per cent. (of the 
value of the goods plus Customs duty) for a number of 
separate taxes, which amounted in the aggregate to 
slightly less than 24 per cent. 

Certain special taxes on solid and liquid fuel, and on 
perfumery, cosmetics, etc., have also been suppressed, and to 
compensate for this the Customs import duties on the 
goods concerned have been increased. 
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A summarised translation of the Decree is given below, 

The following taxes levied in the Customs of Continental 
Portugal and the adjacent islands on foreign goods, and on Por. 
tuguese goods taxed on import in virtue of special laws, are 
withdrawn :— 

(a) the supplementary tax created by Art. 7 of Law 
1368 of 21st September, 1922, and additions thereto. 

[This is the Turnover Tax, and amounted to 2 per 
cent. of the value of the goods plus Customs duty. ] 

(b) Levy for charitable purposes established by Decree 
No. 11341 of 10th December, 1925 [2 per mil on the value 
of the goods plus Customs duty]. 

(c) Charge of 1 per cent. for the collection of the Turnover 
Tax (Art. 67 of Law No. 1368). 

(d) The surtax of 4} per cent. ad valorem on liquid and 
solid fuel (coal, mineral oil, petroleum, petrol, benzine), 
under Decree No. 12470 of 12th October, 1926. 

(e) The ** tourism ”’ tax created by Law No. 1656 of 3rd 
September, 1924. 

(f) The additional tax of 1 per cent. of the Customs duties 
imposed on perfumery, drugs and pharmaceutical speciali- 
ties by Decree No. 12477 of 12th October, 1926. 

(g) The re-weighing tax collected at Lisbon in accordance 
with the Order of 19th August, 1850. (Art. I.) 

The taxes referred to in the previous Art. and also the tax on 
Colonial Trade* created by Decree No. 12439 of 8th October, 
1926, are withdrawn in the case of imports into Portugal of goods 
originating or nationalised in Portuguese Colonies (Art. 2). 

As regards exports to foreign countries and Portuguese 
Colonies the Turnover Tax and any other of the taxes mentioned 
in Art. 1 which may be applicable to exports, and also the Tax 
on Colonial Trade,* are withdrawn (Arts. 3 and 4). In the case 
of exports to Portuguese Colonies not covered by the preceding 
paragraph and of re-exports to such Colonies, the tax on Colonial 
Trade,* the 1 per cent. Turnover Tax and the charge of the 
collection of the Turnover Tax are withdrawn. 

In order to compensate for the abolition of the~-ahbove- 
mentioned taxes, the following additional imposts are created : 

(a) Tax of 24 per cent. on :— 

1. Clearance notes (Bilhetes de despacho) of imported 
dutiable foreign or colonial goods or packing which have 
hitherto been subject to the Turnover Tax of 1 per cent.— 
on the value of the goods plus duty. 

2. Clearance notes of goods originating in Portugal or 
the adjacent Islands when taxed on import under special 
laws—on the value of the goods plus duty. 

3. Clearance notes of imported duty-free foreign or 
colonial goods which have hitherto been subject to the 
Turnover Tax of 1 per cent. ad valorem—on the value of 
goods. 

4. Clearance notes of goods exported to Portuguese 
Colonies and hitherto subject to Turnover Tax—on the 
value of the goods plus duty. 

(b) T'ax of 2 per cent. on the clearance notes of goods exported 

to foreign countries which have hitherto been subject to 
Turnover Tax—on the value of the goods plus duty. 


(c) Tax of 4 per cent. on :— 

1. Clearance notes of goods exported to Portuguese 
Colonies not specified above—on the value of the goods. 

2. Clearance notes of re-exported goods of Portuguese 
Colonial origin—on the value of the goods. 

(d) and (e) Tax of 2-219 or 2-119 per cent. on the clearance 

notes of leaf tobacco and other goods specified in Arts. 
2 and 6 of Decree 13591 of 26th May, 1927, imported by 
recognised firms through the Lisbon and Oporto Customs 
Houses respectively. (Art. 6.) 

Arts. 7 to 9 of the Decree modify certain headings of the 
Customs Tariff. The alterations are indicated below; words or 
headings to be deleted are enclosed in square brackets. Only 
the ‘‘ Minimum ”’ Tariff rates are quoted.

* The tax on Colonial Trade was levied at the rate of 4} per 
cent. ad valorem on (1) goods exported from Portugal to Portu- 
guese Colonies, (2) goods imported into Portugal from the 
Colonies for consumption, and (3) goods imported from the 
Colonies and re-exported from Portugal to other countries. 
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SURTAX ON SUGAR, PETROL AND 
LAMP OILS. 


The ‘‘ Diario do Governo”’ (Lisbon) for 4th August 
contains a Decree (No. 15814), dated 3lst July, which 
imposes a special tax, to be known as the “‘ taxe de salvacio 
nacional’? on sugar, petrol and lamp oils imported into 
Portugal and the adjacent islands from foreign countries or 
irom Portuguese Colonial Possessions. 

The tax is at the rate of 3 centavos (gold) per kilog, on 
sugar of any kind, caramel, glucose in any state, maltose, 
lactose and levulose, and there is no preferential rate in 
favour of such goods produced in Portuguese Colonies. 

On petrol (gasolina) the tax is 2 centavos (gold) per kilog., 
and on light mineral oils suitable for illumination $ centavo 
(gold) per kilog. 

The Decree came into force immediately, and the tax 
was to be collected on goods ready for clearance and on 
stocks in importers’ warehouses and stores, and also on 
factory stocks (in the adjacent islands) of sugar of any 
kind made from local raw material. 





SPAIN. 





PAYMENT OF CUSTOMS DUTIES. 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Madrid 
reports, by telegraph, that the rate of surcharge for the 
period 10th to 20th August in respect of import and export 
duties, Customs fines, etc., paid in Spanish silver coins or 
notes of the Bank of Spain has been fixed at 16-55 per cent. 

(The surcharge for the previous period was fixed at 
16-85 per cent.) 





SWITZERLAND. 





EXPORT OF CHEESE. 


In connection with the withdrawal on Ist August of the 
remaining restrictions on the export of cheese from Switzer- 
land, the ‘‘ Feuille Officielle Suisse du Commerce ”’ for 
léth July publishes a statement showing the taxes at 
present payable, under the regulations for the assistance 
of the dairy industry, on the export of certain varieties of 
cheese from Switzerland.

IMPORTATION OF MEAT PRODUCTS. 


The Board of Trade have received copy of a Federal 
Decree dated llth July, and effective on Ist September, 
modifying the Ordinance of 29th January, 1909, which 
regulates the importation of meat and meat preparations 
into Switzerland, as indicated below :— 

The list of meat preparations derived from cattle, sheep, 
swine and goats which may be imported, providing that they 
comply with the prescribed conditions as to purity, etc., 
is now, as follows :— 

1. Meat smoked or air dried. 

2. Meat sausages, preserved. 

3. *Preserves of pure muscular flesh, in tins. 
4. Guts, salted or air dried. 


The receptacles of the meat preserves specified in 3 above. 
must have stamped on them in clearly visible characters 
the date of manufacture, and the name or mark of the 
manufacturer or seller. 

Consignments of sausages must be accompanied, in 
addition to the certificate of origin required by all meat 
products, by an official declaration issued by the Central 
Veterinary-Sanitary Authority of the country of produc- 
tion, attesting that no frozen meat has been used in their 
preparation. 





TURKEY. 


STORAGE OF GOODS ON CONSTANTINOPLE 
QUAY COMPANY’S PREMISES. 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Con- 
stantinople has reported that in virtue of a new agreement 
arived at between the Constantinople Quay Company and 
Turkish Customs Administration goods may be stored in 
bond on the Company’s premises on a Quay Company

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declaration, free of such formalities as the presentation of 
orders of delivery, invoices, etc. Such other formalities 
as are required under existing Customs regulations for 
goods entering or leaving bonded warehouses must be 
complied with.

“ ANTI-BOUNTY ” DUTY IMPOSED ON SILK 
GOODS FROM THE UNITED KINGDOM. 


It is understood, from a telegraphic report which has 
been received from H.M. Embassy at Washington, tiaat 
a countervailing duty is now levied on silk goods imported 
into the United States of America from the United Kingdom 
under Section 303 of the United States Tariff Act, the 
drawback allowed in this country on exported silk goods 
being regarded, in part, as constituting a “ bounty ”’ within 
the meaning of the Tariff Act. '

as soon as the necessary information is received in the 
Board of Trade. 





INVESTIGATIONS UNDER THE “ FLEXIBLE 
TARIFF ” PROVISIONS: BLOWN GLASS

The United States Tariff Commission have ordered an 
investigation (No. 80) of the differences in costs of production 
of, and of all other facts and conditions enumerated in 
Section 315 of the Tariff Act (the ‘‘ Flexible Tariff ’’ pro- 
visions) in respect of table and kitchen articles and utensils 
of blown or partly blown glass, regardless of composition, 
description, or further treatment (Tariff No. 218).

BUTYL CHLORAL HYDRATE AND VARIOUS 
OXIDES. 

Representations have been made to the Board of Trade 
under Section 10 (5) of the Finance Act, 1926, regarding 
butyl chloral hydrate, celtium oxide, dysprosium oxide, 
erbium oxide, europium oxide, gadolinium oxide, holmium 
oxide, lutecium oxide, samarium oxide, terbium oxide, 
thulium oxide, and ytterbium oxide.
